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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1 . This communication is responsive to applicant's amendments received 1/13/2010 
and the Examiner's Amendment included herewith. 

Claim 1 has been amended in Applicant's response dated 1/13/2010 and 
subsequently in the Examiner's Amendment included herewith. 

Claims 12-31 and 36-48 have been canceled in Applicant's response dated 
1/13/2010. 

Claims 1-1 1 and 32-35 are pending further examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Amendments to the Claims 

Please amend claim 1 as follows- 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method, comprising the steps of: 
storing one or more channel profiles; 

associating each of the one or more channel profiles with a personalized channel, 
wherein the channel profile associated with a personalized channel is used to select the 
recordings that are played for the personalized channel v >\ v * >. x ^ < \ -

transmitting a broadcast recording over a broadcast channel, wherein the step of 
transmitting the broadcast recording over the broadcast channel comprises transmitting the 
broadcast recording to a plurality of unspecified receivers simultaneously; 

while the broadcast recording is being transmitted, receiving an indication from a user of 
a receiver tuned to the broadcast channel that the user likes the broadcast recording; , 

modifying at least one of the one or more channel profiles in response to receiving the 
indication that the user likes the received broadcast recording;. 

displaying to the user a user interlace that enables the user to select either the first or 
second personalized channel, wherein the user interface displays both (1) a name associated 
with the first personalized channel and (2) a name associated with the second personalized 
channel; 

in response to the user selecting the first personalized channel, selecting a set of 
recordings to play for the user based on the first channel profile, but not the second channel 
profile, so that the set of recordings match the first channel profile; and 

in response to the user selecting the second personalized channel, selecting a set of 
recordings to play for the user based on the second channel profile, but not the first channel 
profile, so that the set of recordings match the second channel profile. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-1 1 and 32-35 are allowed by virtue of the introduction of subject matter 
claimed in previous dependent claim 31 which was previously objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. As dependent claim 31 depended from independent claim 1 and the limitations 
of claim 31 have been incorporated into amended independent claim 1, independent 
claim 1 and all dependent claims therefrom are now allowed. By virtue of the 
cancellation of all remaining claims not dependent upon allowed independent claim 1 , 
all currently pending claims (i.e., 1-1 1 and 32-35) are allowed. 

Specifically, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the limitation of 
"wherein the one or more channel profiles includes a first channel profile and a second 
channel profile, wherein the first channel profile is associated with a first personalized 
channel and the second channel profile is associated with a second personalized 
channel, displaying to the user a user interface that enables the user to select either the 
first or second personalized channel, wherein the user interface displays both (1) a 
name associated with the first personalized channel and (2) a name associated with 
the second personalized channel; in response to the user selecting the first 
personalized channel, selecting a set of recordings to play for the user based on the 
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first channel profile, but not the second channel profile, so that the set of recordings 
match the first channel profile; and in response to the user selecting the second 
personalized channel, selecting a set of recordings to play for the user based on the 
second channel profile, but not the first channel profile, so that the set of recordings 
match the second channel profile.", in combination with other limitations as claimed in 
independent claim 1 as amended in the Examiner's Amendment above. 

4. Dependent claims 2-1 1 and 32-35 are allowable by virtue of their dependency 
upon allowed independent claim 1 and their introduction of additional claim limitations.
